Winter’s Rites...

A third theme — the most puzzling 
and painful aspect of the mid-winter 
feast — is the theme of the Dead King. In 
early tribal societies, it frequently was 
the practice to sacrifice the king each 
year. This was seen as an effective way 
to insure a transition of leadership (also 
dedication on the part of the leader). but 
in time this practice was recognized as 
too extreme. Sacrifice of a lamb, or a 
mock ritual in which the king only ap- 
peared to be murdered, were variations 
of this rite. 

The casting away of the old year also 
has its roots in our pagan past: The Holly 
King reigns over such celebrations, in 
which dead wood, bad memories, and 
evil deeds of the past year are thrown 
into the fire, never to be seen or thought 
of again. In fact, Santa Claus’ reindeer 
represent the last hours of the old year, 
and St. Nick himself is a derivative of the 
Holly King. 

Yuletide stories help to keep the 
winter fires burning with the conscious- 
ness of ashared social self, which some 
believe extends as far into the past as it 
will into the future. My three favorites 
are Demeter's Search, Israel's Miracle of 
Deliverance (which Chanukah celebrat- 
es) and Phaeton’s Riding of the Sun. \t 
seems fitting to recall at least one of 
these tales for this Winter Solstice. 


DEMETER'S SEARCH: 
HOW WINTER BEGAN 


Demeter, Goddess of Life, had a 
daughter whom she loved like no other. 
The daughter, Persephone, wore in her 
hair all the wildflowers of the earth. 
From her eyes light streamed out in 
spears of the purest gold. 

Once while Persephone was playing 
with companions, she was drawn to- 
ward the waters of a clear pond. There 
she saw Narcissus, a beautiful youth 
who reflected upon his own image and 
who was the twin and mirror of Perse- 
phone. 

Gazing deeply into the pond, Perse- 
phone suddenly fell in as though drag- 
ged down by a giant, invisible hand. Un- 
known to her, Hades, Lord of the Dead, 


had been looking up at her. He fell in 
love and carried her down to the Under- 
world. 

When Demeter found her daughter 
missing, she was filled with grief and 
anger. She turned into a great bird and 
spread her wings across the sky, bring- 
ing to the earth darkness, famine and 
blight. Then she soared off into the Uni- 
verse to search for Persephone. De- 
prived of Life, the earth turned in futility. 
No seeds bloomed, and darkness 
reigned as the sun receded toward 
Demeter. This was the first Winter. 

All the people ana gods of the world 
mourned Demeter and pleaded with 
Hades to return Persephone. The Moon, 
who governed the shifts and cycles of 
the ocean and the earth's surface which 
covered Hades, was eclipsed by a dark 
planet — a planet many said was the 
ghost of Demeter’s lost daughter. 

In fear of losing his home beneath the 
earth, Hades released Persephone, but
